The Spanith Admiral-Ship the Galicia was got up to 
Caftillo Grande on the 8th, and the Admiral fent 60 
Carpenters on board her, to fit her for a Battery againft 
the Town. On the 15th at Night the was compleated 
and poited as near the Walls of the Town as poflible, 
Anchors having been dropt for that Pnrpofe in as 
Shoal-Water as the Boats could float them ; but the 
Shoalings from the Town ran too far off, for any effe- 
tual Service. She kept firing epon the Town from 
Five in the Morning till neat Twelve at Noon, and 
ftaod the Fire of thre» Bafliens, a Half Moon, and a 
Ravelin, during that whole Time ; but as the Admiral 
faw fhe could do no material Service again{ft Stone Wal!s 


at that Diftance, he fent Orders to Captain Hore (who f 


commanded her) to cut and drive before the Sea Breeze, 
broadfide to the Enemy, as foon as the Breeze was 
{trong enough, which was not till near Twelve, when 
they kept driving broadfide, and continued their Fire 
till they drove afhere on the Shoal, where the foon fill’d 
with Water, having 22 Shot between Wind and Water, 
and would foon have founder'’d at her Anchors if the 
Admiral had not ordered her off. Our Shells from the 
Bomb-ketches damaged many of the Houfes, and fome 
of the Churches. ‘The Houfes were alfo preity much 
fhatter’d by the Cannonading from the Galicia, tho’ 
fhe was not near enough to batter the Walls, and there 
fore fhot over them into the Town. 

The Sea Officers and Sailors have been employed in 
getting out the Maits from fome of the funk Spanith 
Ship , in which they fucceeded fo as to have fupplied 
with good low Maits, all thofe Ships that had them 
fhatter’d and rendred unferviceable in the Cannonading 
of Bocca-chica Caiile ; and they got Anchors and fome 
Cables out of thofe Wrecks, to repair the Lofs of ma- 
ny in the Road where we had lain without the Har- 
bour ; fo that by thefe feafonable Helps, the Fleet will 
have been pretty well repaired, and the Ships in good 
fecure Condition for proceeding to Sea again. General 
Councils of War were held the 23d and 24th, the Re- 
folutions of which were for returning to Jamaica. 

Under the Direftion of Capt. Knowles, the entire 
Demolition of Caitillo Grande was completed the 2sth, 
which took up the more Time, from the great Thick 
nefs of the Walls and Strength of the Cement; but it 
is effetually demolifhed at laft, and the 5g Pieces of 
Ordnance in it render’d unferviceable by f{piking them 
up and by knocking off the Trunnions. Capt. Bof- 
cawen has the Care of the fame Work at Becca-chica, 
and proceeds in it very fuccefsfully. 

The Harbour having fo narrow an Entrance, it was 
thought that it would take up fome time to get all the 
Ships out and put to Sea. 

Upon the whole of this Expedition, Six Spanith Men 
of War have been burnt or deftroy’d, with Six Galleons, 
and all the other Shipping that were in the Harbour of 
Cartagena; all the Forts and ftrong Caftles for the Secu- 
rity of that Harbour entirely demolifh’d, and feveral 
hundred Guns, as well in the Forts as in the Men of 
War, deftroy’d or render’d. unferviceable.

The News of the March of a Body of Ruflians, &c. 
from the Nieper thro’ Poland for Silefia is contradicted, 
it being certain, that if fuch Succours fhould arrive to 
the Queen of Hungary, they will not come to her thro’ 
Poland. 

They write from Silefia, that 300 PruffianHuflars, &c. 
having taken Poffeffion of a Caftle near Ulmersdorff not 
far from Grotkaw, Major General Feltitiz, went with 
800 Men the 7th inflant N.S. in the Evening, and ha- 
ving fummon’'d them to furrender, but receiv d no other 
Aniwer than a Fire from the Small-arms upon his De- 
tachment, he fet fire to the four Corners of the Caftle, 
whereupon the Pruffians abandon’d the Poft, and were 
at the fame time fo vigoroufly attack’d that they were 
for the molt part cut to pieces and loft 24 Prifoners, 











whereas the Germans had but 17 Men killed and 19 
wounded. 

According to a Lift of the King of Pruffia’s Forces in 
Silefia, they amount to 44 or 45000 Men. Prince 
William the King's Brother is at Olav, and the Duke 
of Holitein at Brieg ; and the King himielf is faid to 
have made a Motion on the gth from his Camp near 
Grotkau towards Neifs; fo that he was but half a 
League from the Quarters of the Auftrian Army. 

Letters of the 3d inftant O. S. from Vienna fay, the 
Queen of Hungary was to be crown’d at Presbourg on 
the 11th; that according to their frefheft Letters fram 
Silefia, there was little ope of an Accommodation 
with the King of Pruffia, whofe Troops were in full 
March to undertake the Siege of Nei(s, or to attack the 
Queen's Army, which confifled of 30,000 Men. 

The Great -Duchefs of Ruflia has made a Prefent of a 
Gold-hilted Sword adorn’d with Diamonds to General 
Keith, who ‘tis faid is thortly to be created a Velt Mar- 
fhal.

Why then fhould they turn Jnfidels upon fo 
plain a Point as this, that a Secretary of State fhould 
fren a Treaty under the Eye, and by the Command of the 
King his Mafter, without waiting the Diredion or Ad- 
vice of a Fellow Subje& who had not the leatt Right to 
dire him, and whofe Council it is certain be did not 
always take? 

‘The Member goes on to ask, Does he deny his Appro- 
bation of it, both in Parliament and in Council? to which 
he tells us the Honourable Perfon gave this Anfwer, that 
he vather-fubmitted to whatbe thought was neceffary to be 
fupported after it was done, than that be approved of the 
making it.—— He interrogates upon this, whether 
this Submiffion was not againit his Tudgment and Confci- 
ence?

In order to form a right Idea of this Affair, we muft 
confider that the Treaty which is the Subject of Debate 
was concluded at Hanover the 3d Sept. 1725, under 
the Direétion of his late Majefly. Jn feveral Speeches 
from the T’hrone the King declared the Reafons which 
induced him to make that Treaty. ‘Thefe were Firft, 
the Confideration of the Danger our Trade and our Pof- 
fefions were in from the T'reaties lately concluded be- 
tween their Imperial and Catholick Maijefties, and upon 
this Subjeét his Majelty’s A pprehenfions were fully juiti 
fy’d by thé concurring Sentunents of both Houfes of Par- 
liament. Secondly, he was moved to this Alliance from 
the rough Declarations made to his Miniflers at the 
Courts of Vienna and Madrid. The Truth of this was 
never difputed. Thirdly, his Majelty was influenced 
by Informations frem diflerent Parts, op which he 
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thought he could entirely depend, that the placing th: 
Pretender on the Throne of this Kingdom was one of 
the principal Views of the Vienna Allies. This Jaft Are 
ticle, tho’ aflerted by the King, has been treated by 
fome as a Chimera, and by + afcribed to Intelli- 
ence from France. Now tho’ it be true that Speeches 
rom the Throne are generally fu, pofed to be the Senti- 
ments of the King’s Council, yet in this Cafe we maft 
be fure that the King fpoke for himfelf, and indeed it 
is Certain that this Intelligence when talk'd of at Hano- 
| ver was fo far from being fuppafed to ccime from France, 
that it was judged to have been rather tran{mitied from 
a Court nearer at hand, and from a Perfon of sco higd 
Quality to be fufpeéted either as to Knowledge or Inter- 
tion. On thele Grounds that Treaty was concluded 
abroad by the Secretary attending his late Majeily, and 
by the exprefs Direétions of our |ate Sovereign, who as 
he had too high a Spirit to bear Indignities, fo he had 
too good an Underitanding to be impos’d upon. 

‘Loat a Minifler fhould be accountable for a Treaty, 
that he advis’d, negociated, or concluded, is both legal 
and reafonable, and the Cafe of the Ear! of Oxford isa 
recent Proof of it: But that a Minifter fhould be made 
particularly accountable for a Treaty he neither advis'd, 
negociated oF concluded, is certainly neither /ega/ nor rea- 
fonable, efpecially if we confider that this Zreaty, tho’ it 
has been often examin’d, has never yet been cenfur'd by 
Parliament. All therefore that the Member fays againft 
it is to be taken only as the Senfe of him and his Party, 
whereas what is faid againft the Treaty of Utrecht ought 
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to be con fidered as the Voice of the Nation, becaufe after 


a frit Parliamentary Enquiry it was condemn'd as a thing 
difbonourable and deftru@ive to the Nation. 

Such Perfons as have Seats in Parsiament or in Council 
muh judge of Matters before them, according to the 
Lights they receive. All that a Nation can expect from 
fuch Perjons is, that they fhould be bonef, not that they 
fhould be infallible. In the prefent Cale, there was a 
Treaty concluded by the King’s Authority, in Confe- 
quence of his own Opinions grounded upon Informa- 
tions given to himfelf. This Treaty was défenfrve, made 
for the Security of our Trade, the Prefervation of our Pof- 
feffions, and the Maintenance of the Balaace of Power in 
Europe; could a Britis Minifer, whole Deference for 
his Mafter induced bim to take things as they were fta- 
ted, difapprove fuch a Treaty, or approving it, could he 
hefitate in declaring his Sentiments at the Council Board 
or in Parliament? If the Patriots really thought the de- 
f nding this Treaty fo criminal, why did they not en- 
deavour to involve a// who /poke for it in their Addre/s ? 
If they judged /ome to have e/poufed this T,caty from a 
Principle of Confcience, how do they difcern that this was 
not the Honourable Perfon's Cafe as well as theirs? Or, 
to put the Grand Queflion fairly, If they really thought 
the Morton againft him well founded upon this Head, 
how fhall any futare Minifler, or Member of Parliament, 
act according to the Diciates of his Reafon with Safety?

‘To pleafe them, we muft forget the Re/pe@ due to 
a dectafed King, and the Duty we owe to the prejent; we 
mult take all they affirm for granted, and when we have 
done this, we mult apply it, without any Evidence, to 
the particular Perfon they point out ; otherwile, we muft 
follow the Example of the late Parliament {fo {candaloufly 
infulted in this Pamphlet, that is, we mult ree@ the 
MOTION, and dete? its ABETTORS.
